Opinions on Crittenden’s Pardon of the 
Gamblers—Universal Condemna- 
tion Voiced by Pulpit, Bench, 

Bar, Press and Com- 
merce. 


In order to ascertain the feeling of the com- 
munity with regard to Gov. Crittenden’s ac- 
tion in connection with the gamblers,reporters 
of the PoOstT-DISPATCH were this 
morning sent to consult with the 
leading representatives of the bar, the 


pulpit and the merchants, and singularly 
enough they found a unanimity of sentiment 
quite astonishing. Following are some of the 
interviews bearing upon the case. 

J. H. Hargadine said he was opposed to 

ambiing in all its divisions, and that the par- 
fies engaged in gambling should be sent to 
the penitentiary. He was positively opposed 
to the Governor’sideas about the law being 
satisfied, and said if he was Governor there 
would be serious trouble. Mr. Hargadine will 
leave to-morrow morning for Pennsylvania, but 
in the meantimé he desires that the Governor 
should be condemned for his interference in 
the gambling cases. The people of St. Louis 
are in accord about the law, and were univer- 
sally favorable to a suppression of the gam- 
bling houses, and the contravention of the 
Governor is a matter that should be objected 
to in every particulur. 

W. B. Thompson said it was perhaps impos 
sible to conjecture the real motives that ac 
tuated Gov. Crittenden in his interference, 
butit was evident that the most mercenary 
ideas had governed him. The gamblers were 
a power not to be overiooked, and im consid- 
ering them the Governor nad con- 
ciliated a power that could possibly 
obtain a solid delegation favorable to the 
Governor at the next State convention. There 
ia no use denying, said he, that men like K. C. 
Pate have a palpable control of governmental 
affairs, and in securing nis friendship the Gov 
ernor has the friendship of & man whose 
money and time are completely at his com 
mand. 

Dr. Johnson said he favored a city conven- 
tion that would denounce the Governor's 
action in the premises. If a convention should 
be called the business men would have no 

hesitancy in appearing to condemn the Chief 
| Exeeuntive. It is an outrage thatshouid not be

All the ils of flesh are not, however, 
necessarily theirs in common. One may have 
the toothache and the other be free trom 
any ache. Touchingthemon any extreme of 
the body, on any foot, for example, both in 
common were conscious of the touch. Chris 
tine has been and is now the larger and 
stronger of thetwo. As children they used to 
have jittle struggles and quarrels for suprem- 
acy, but, as they could not get away from each 
other, they early concluded that the best way 
to get along 
life was to yield to each 
other. Their present happiness and 
affection for each other is an example for cou- 
ples who are voked together in marital bonds. 
Sometimes Christine roils over Miliie in bed 
without awakening her. Both can sleep sep- 
arately.

In chatting with them Millie Christine 
told the reporter some of the romantic story 
of their babyhood. They were born on the 
plantation of Alex McCoy, near Whiteville, 
North Carolina, of slave parents, July II, 1851. 
Their parents are still living. They 
were sold to aman named Brown, who was 
swiedied out of them by a gentieman 
from Texas, who made away with them to 
Knglaud, where they were recovered by their 
parents after much trouble. Millie Christine 
sang avery pretty duet for the company, one 
heaa giving the soprano and the other the con- 
tralto. T!@y. or she, can sustain conversa- 
tions in two different languages at the 
ame time. The most remarkable fact 
is that the sensation of feeling is common be- 
low the waiet. A reporter pressed Millie’s 
root seven times, and Christine promptiy an- 
iounced the nuinber of pressures. They are 
rather goodlooking negro girls, one being con- 
siderably lighter than the other.

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DOG’S MEAT AND TEA. 


The Sufferings of De Long and His 
Party in Siberia, 


Their Fate as Chronicled in De Long's 
Note Bock. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Navy Depart: 


ment is in receipt of a report from Engineér 
Melville giving in detail the story of his search 
for De Long and his party and the discovery of 
their dead bodies. The followiny extracts are 
from De Long’s note-book, under date of 
Monday, October3. De Long writes nis party 
thought they saw a hut, but upon reaching 
the spot found only a mound. A camp wag 
made in a hole intne bluff and a roaring fire 
was soon drying and burning their clothes, 
while the cold wind ate into their backs. 
Nothing was left to eat but their 
dog, which was killed and dressed, and a 
stew made of such parts as could 
not be cured. All partook of tne stew except 
De Long and the Doctor, Alexy was sent off to 
examine what they thought was a hut, and 
came back at night with a favorable report. 
It was decided to wait till morning before 
leaving. It was then below zero. Watch was 
set to keepthe fire going, and all huddlea 
around it, and thus the third night without 
sleep was passed. If Alexy had not wrapped . 
his seal skip around De Long and kept him 


warm by the heat of his body, he (DeLong) . 


thinks he would have perished, as he was 
steamed and shivered and shook. At8a. m. 
the party reached a hut large enough to hold 
them, and for the first time since Saturday 
they managed to get warm. Erickson wag 
very low, and prayers were read for leim be- 
fore the others songut their rest. At 10 a. m. 
all except Aiexy laid dovn to sleep. Alexy 
went oſt to hunt, and at noon. returned wet, 
having fallen intothe river. At 6 p. m. they 
raised up and had a pound of dog meat 
for each person and a cup of tea, 
the day’s allowance,but they were so gratefuj 
because not exposed to the teFribie gale 
which was raging at the time that they did not 
mind the short rations. On Wednesday they 
had tea and dog meat for bieuktast.

On Saturday last the Governor issued his 
pardon to Rost. C. Park and his confreres 
convicted under the new anti-gambliug law 
of maintaining gaming- houses. These men 
had been in jail four days. They had entered 
a plea of guiliy and had accepted a sentence 
of six months in jai] rather than run the risk 
of conviction in court and a term in the peni- 
tentiary. They had openly defied the law for 
more than a year, had created public scandal 
and disgrace by corrupting the police and in- 
fluencing the courts and had put the State to 
great expense and trouble. Their final incar- 
eeration in jail was a moral triumph, and it 
was 80 hailed by the community. 

When the doors closed upon PATE and his 
brethren it was generally understood that 
Gubernatorial clemency would be invoked in 
his behalf.

plea of guilty and marched into the jail in a 
sacrificial way. 

Shortly after CRITTENDEN’S election it was 
an open secret that he had established cordi- 
al relations with the gambling fraternity of 
St. Louis. There was a mysterious represen- 
tative of the gamblers who was charged with 
securing the appointment of a member of 
the Police Board who became the chief link 
in the gambling ring, which enmeshed the 
Chief of Police and riveted itself to a leg of 
the bench of the Criminal Court. The inde- 
cent haste of CRITTENDEN in interposing a 
pardon for PATE, while the docket of the 
court was still covered with the casesof men 
charged with the same offense, will go far to- 
ward convincing the thoughtful public that 
he is either a part of the St. Louis gambling 
ring, that he has received gentle favors from 
the gamblers, or that he is expecting them in 
the future. 

In his clumsy letter of apology to the peo- 
ple of the State for his shameful offense 
against morality, the Governor says: It is 
said that R. C. Pats could not have been con- 
victed had he demanded a trial.“ 
so? Certainly not the State officers charged 
with the prosecution. Certainly not Mr. PATE 
himeelf, for his piea of guilty was an admis- 
sion that he stood in fhe broad way leading 
to the Penitentiary, and he preferred throw- 
ing himself on the clemency of the court to 
standing trial. But even admitting this, and 
the further excuse of a promised reformation 
on jthe part of the gamblers, the friends 
of the unfortunate Governor must admit that 
his indecent haste is a blunder of the greatest 
magnitude. As FOUCHE said of the murder 
of the Duke @’/ENGHEIN: It is more than a 
crime; it is a political fault.“

THE CYCLONIC STORMS. 

CHICAGO, June 26.—The cyclonic storms 
whieh have forthe past two days traversed 
and desolated this section seem to have fol 
lowed no particular course, but to have dipped 
down here and there at points as widely sep- 
arated as cities in Nebraska and Michigan and 
as Dakota Territory and Southern Indiana, 


while the ravages in Iowa have been the most 
serious to life and property. The aguregate 
losses in other parts of the territoy are 
very heavy.

THE STORM’S FURY.

„stern lowa. Between Morrison and 
Round’s Grove, III., two thousand six hun 
dred feet of the Chicago and Northwestern 
trackis washed away.

The Cash-Boy Doomed. 
From the Cincinnati Times-Star. 

“Casb!’’ Here, cash!“ “ This way, cash!” 
“Cash!” “Hurky up, cash!“ are the cries that 
greet the would-be purchaser as he or she 
enters the large reiail stores of the cities, and 
in response the little cash-boys and girls are 
seen running about at a pace that causes one 
to wonder if their little legs are not so tired 
as to make life a burden to them. It is begin- 
ning to look ss though the cash-boy 
was doomed, and that we will soon 
hear the melodious voice of the floor- 
walker cry ‘“Cash!’’ for the last 
time. An ingenious brain has in- 
vented an automatic cash collector, that 
silently yet effectually does the work that is 
now done with so much noise. This invention 
may be described as an elevated railroad, on 
which hoilow wooden g obes, freighted with 
cash and bills, are seot to and from the 
cashier and sslesman. The globe is divided 
into hemispheres, which are locked together 
by turning one upon the other. When a cus- 
tomer tenders payment for gooda the cash is 
placed and locked in this giobe. In order to 
vrevent any possible loss by the movement of 
the ball the contents are keld firmiy in the 
center by springs. 

The freigh:ed ball is then placed in a little 
elevator, which is hauled to an upper track, 
where it is discharged from the elevator by an 
ingenious ar angement, and at once begins 
its journey down a long incline to the cashter, 
who places the change in the ball, which is 
returboed on another incline, and automat dal - 
ly discharges its contents into a little box or 
receiver at the band of the salesman. The 
balls are of different sizes, and though there 
may be a dezen or more folluwing each other 
in quick succession, the right ball always goes 
to the right place, the auiomatic trap which 
discha ges it 9 so adjusted that it only 
operates ou the ball of the size belonging to 
the box beneath.
